The author of the French Jlereury 
Gollinty for the year 1712, gives us the 
following relation, cz. 

Ten Frenchmen and two favages fet out 
from Montreal in CanaJda; and having 
continued fome time in the country of the 
Tilinois, and on the banks ef the Mifi- 
fippi, they refolved to proceed farther 
on new difcoveries. made ule 
of threecanoes of bark of trees to mount 
the Mifiappt; and being pone up that ri- 
ver 150 leagues, they were ttent by a ca- 
taraét, which oblige d them to carry their 
canoes over Jandy, ond then they imbark- 
ed again on the fume river, and went up 
40 leayues more without meeting anv 
ple. They fpent a month in, hunting ; 
and continuing ther cefizn of attempting 
fome new dif.overy, they met, 15 leagues 
from thence, with a river tothe’S. S. W. 
from whence they conjectured it diichar- 
ped ittelf into the South fea, its courte 
being oppofite and contrary to thofe which 
fall into the North fea. They thereupon 
carried their canoes into it; and in their 
way faw hons, leopards tigers, 
which did not offer toattackthem. They 
fell down this river about 150 leagues, 
and met with a nation called E/caaniba, 
which poflels a country of 100 leagues at 
leall, im which thev faw feveral fortes, 
towns, and vilkiges, whereof the houfes 
ave built of timber and bark of trees. 
They have a king, who pretends to be 
defcended from Montezuma, end who is 
comimor ly clothed with beats which 
i: allo the ordinary cloathing of the inha- 
pitants, 

They feem to be under fome roles of 
policy. They are idolaters, and their i- 
cols, which are in their king’s palace, are 
frightful, and of a prodigious fize. OF 
thefe, two are remarkavle.. One is the 
figure of aman, armed with lances and 
arrows, having one foot upon the ground, 
end the other lifted up, with one of his 
hands on the figure of a horfe, as if he 
were going to mount it. fay that 
this is a flaiue of one of their kings, 
who was a greatemperor, It holdsin its 
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532 Efcaaniba, in S. America, difcovered in 1712, 


mouth a Jarge fquare carbuncle, whih 
calts a lipht in the night as fire. The 
other figure was a woman, who was a 
queen, fitting upon a faddle, on an nni- 
corp, having four great dogs on one fide. 
Thete figures ere of maily gold, but ve- 
ry itt'made. They are fet on a 
place, being a lquare of about thirty feet, 
covered with gold. Between thefe two 
jtatues is the wav into the kinp’s aparr- 
ment; and at the door ftands his puards, 
confifting of 200 men. The palace is ve- 
ry larpe, and three ftories hiph. The 
walls are eight feet hiph, end of miafiv 
gold, cut in fquare litdle bricks, and lad 
one upon another, faltened with hooks 
and bars of the fame nxtal. The reff of 
the building is of timber, and covered 
with the fame. 

Thofe people have a great trade for 
gold: but our ditcoverers could never guefs 
with what nation, unle!s it be with the 
peopie of Japan; for they carry their gold 
to fo preat a diltance, thet they told the 
French, that they foert fix months in 
their journey to that nation. Our ad- 
venturers were pretent at the fetting out 
of one of their caravans, which confitted 
of above 300 oxen, laden with gold, and 
guarded by the hike number of men, arm- 
ed with lances and arrows, and a fort of 
poniard. 

They berter their geld for iron, fteel, 
They are altopether tiran 
gers to writing, but ule a fort of bark 
drefled for that purpofe, on which they 
mark the quantity of pold intrutted to 
the men aferefaid, for which they mutt 
be accountable at their return. 

The king is called ‘ugauzan; which 
fipnities, in their language, the great 
king; ard though be is at war with no 
body, be keeps a ttandinp army of 109,000 
men. Their trumpets are of pold, and 
firait; they have a very difagreeable found, 
“their drums are larpe kettles of gold, 
covered with harts tins; amd fo large 
that they muft be carried by oxen. heie 
froops exercile once a- week in the king’s 
pretence. Theinhabitants are of a brown- 
ifh complexion, and look frightful, having 
a long nerrow head, which they form in- 
to that fhape, gy preiling the heads of 
cluidren between two pieces of board. 
The women are hendfome, and as white 
as tn Europe. They have, as well as the 
nen, large ears, which they account a 
great beauty, and adorn them with gold 
rings. Whey det their nails prow as long 
as they can; and this is, amonpft them,

men are looked'on as the moft handfome. 
Polygamy is in and thev fhew little 
concern for the conduct of their dauchtere, 
They love rejoicing aod dancing, avd are 
gicat eaters. “They inske a fort of wine 
of palm-trees, and have feveral other forts 
of higuors. They fmoke very much, and 
have good tobacco, which grows in this 
country witheat any calture. 

The climate is verv temperate, and the 
inhabitants live to @ great ave, without 
being troa'sted with difeales. The coune 
try affords al: forts of fruits both of the 
Todte. and Eurone. They have dance 
offudian wheat,and wild oats[ 288. ], which 
ore as winte and good as rice. They 
wiake bread of both, but cultivate only 
the former, They have large plains, 
which athid exceilent pafture for all forts 
of caitie. Their rivers are ful! of fth, 
and therr woods abound with all forts of 
birds, elpecially parrots. They have mone 
keys, and animals peculiar to that coun- 
try. Their capital city hes within fix 
leapues of the river Mi/fi, which fignites 
the river of go'd. 

The French, upon taking their leave 
of the king, promifled to ceturn in | 
fix moons, ¢. in vears, and to 
bring with them feversl goods from Ca- 
nada, to barter with their gold; waich 
they value fo little, that the king bade 
them take as much as they pleated; which 
thev d.c, and brought away each fiaty 
bars, weighing about forty pounds, Two 
ol tlie adventurers had the curivlity to go 
to the place from whence they bring their 
gold, ond juformed the reft, that the mines 
are within the hollow parts of the woul: 
tains, from which the gold is carricd a 
wav by rivers, andis found on the bake 
of them. Thefle rivers are alinoit quite 
dried up for four months in the years

among us for fome time pail. 

© Know then,” {faith this writer, “that 
there are four forts of degrees the 
Jefuits. The firft and moit noble is that 
of the profetled of four vows; in which 
degree are the General, his Afiittants, 
she Provincials, the Superiors of pvrofef- 
fed houfes, the learned Divines, the e- 
minent Preachers, and the rare and ex- 
cellent Humanills. No perfon ought to 
be admitted to this degree, without being 
intitied to it by his great capacity. The 
eflence of this ettate confiits in making 
three folemn vows, of poverty, chaflity, 
and obedience; and a fourth, of equal 
folemnity, to the Roman pontiff, which 
is conceived in thele terms: /u/uper, 
promitto {pecialem obedienticm Summno 
tifici circa miffiones. That is to fay, 
*© Moreover, I promife a Ipecial obedience 
to the Sovereign Pontitf, in order to be 
fent whitherfoever it pleafethhim.” The 
perions who have made this vow, are en- 
gaged tothe Pope by a molt {tri€t bond ; 
and the fuperiors are careful to give his 
Holinefs the names of thofe men who are 
thus devoted to him, and one may pro- 
perly ftyle them, of the Pope. 

Every one knows, that the three firtt of 
thele vows are common to other relipious 
orders with the Jeiuits. The fourth is 
peculiar to that ociety 5 and it is probable 
that net one of thote whd have made this 
fourta vow, will be abloived from it; as 
the Pope muft be very fentible of the ad- 
vantage it is to his intereits, to have a 
number of men, cf great capacity, un- 
der an obligation to po upon whatever 
errands be What 
makes this the more probable, is, that 
thefe men may be of inhuitely move ule 
to the Pope, now that they are abfolved 
from their three firf{ vows, than thev 
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could be before fuch abfolution. While 
they were profefied of four vows, there 
were feveral circumilances in their man- 
ners and exercifes which muft often have 
betrayed them to be of that obnoxious 
order. But being now celeafed from their 
monattic vows, they will be under no re- 
{li aints more than mere lav Papi(ts. They 


may be married men, merchants, traders, ° 


end of any other Jucrative profetlion ; and 
heing no longer under the dilcipline of 
their conventual juperiors, they may ap- 
pear in whatever charatter, cr in whate- 
ver fhape, is moft fuitable to the feveral 
commutions they may have from bis Holi- 
nef. 
In this fituation the Jefuits may be much 
more formidale to the {tates of Europe, 
than when they were mensbers of a reli- 
RQicus corporation. Where theie faces 
are not known, thev inay return to the 
kinedo.y from which they have been fo 
Jately expelled, with impunity. They are 
no lonper distinguithed by their habic, 
their clerical minittrations, or any other 
circumfiance of their general obedience. 
Their fourth vow alone, will not expofe 
them to any fulpicions of being under any 
particular bond to the Pepe; and in the 
various forms and profefions they may 
now put on, it will moti probably be much 
eafier for them to accomplith the fchemes 
and projects they had in hand, before 
their banifhment, than it was while they 
were known for members of that intri- 
guing order. 
Protefiant ftates, and particularly G. 
Britain and Ireland, have {til!! more to 
fear from them in this flate of partial ab- 
folution. There is net the leait room to 
doubt, but ihat his Holinef, in the em- 
ployment he tinds for there his qualified 
fervants, will have particular retoe@ to 
the Brith and Irith mifions; and, un- 
happily for us, there feems to be but too 
good a foundation laid for their fucce!s 
in that fervice. An eniverfai diflipation 
among our people of all ranks, an

‘pious principles of thofe who frequent 
popular affemblies, and parties of a-

The fame letters add, that this ts 
hke a formal dechiration of war, and that 
dreadful confequences may be aprehend- 
ed, fhoald the Tndians take it in that 
Hehts in which cale thofe people that 
committed fach a violent outrage, would 
be the firft to run away. Letters from 
Aupulta tay, that the pretence for this 
violence was, that thefe who committed 
it bad soft feveral horfes, which they fu- 
ipetted were flolen by the Indians of 
Oxonees that they went into that town 
it fearch of them, but found nove; and 
fleeing the place defencelefs, all the men 
being from heme, they refolved to plun- 
der and burn it. 

We have repeated accounts from the 
Wweftern frontiers, of the robberies and 
murders committed by the pangs of vil- 
who have for fome years palt infeft- 
eG thole ports. They have within thefe 
three weeks attacked and killed feveral 
people, though not without lofs on their 
fwe: and this day two of them named 
Stokes, Were brought’ to prifon. It is 
iad theyare from 200 to 300 in number, 
and have a-repular communication with 
each other from the back fettlements of 
to thote in Vireinia.”

Edward Auguitus, Duke of York, next 
brother to the King, whe died at Mona- 
co on the 17th ot September (sor. |, was 
born March 14. 1738-9, inftalled Knight 
of the Garter Merch 13. 1751-2, and 
created Duke of York and Albany in G. 
Britian, and Farl of Uliter in Ireland, in 
March 1760. In 1762 his R. Highnefs 
was made a Vice-Adniral of the Blue 
fquadron, and in 1766 was appointed 
Keeper of Windfor lodge and park, in the 
room of the late Duke of Cumberland. 

The following particulars relative to his 
iNnefs and death, and the lait honours 
paid-niin at Monaco, appeared in the Lan~ 
don papers about the middle of O&ober.

On Tuefday, Oct. 13. the fynod of 
Glafgow and Ayr met at Irvine. Me 
Macvey ot Dreghorn waschofen modera- 
tor. In the afternoon of thit day an o- 
verture was tranfmitted from the commit- 
tee for overtures to the fynod, of the 
following tenor. ‘* Whereas there has 
lately been publifhed in the Scots Maga- 
zine [171.] a letter from one minifter to 
another, containing very fulpicious 
fentiments in point of do@rine, and par- 
ticular!y juftifving the grofleft difhonefty 
in the fub{i ription of minifters to the Con- 
feflion of Fuith, which hath given great 
and general otfence; and whereas it is u- 
niverfally believed, that the fetd letter 
was written’ by a member of this fy- 
nod, and of the prefbytery of Irvine; it 
is humbly overtured, That the fynod 
would take this matter into confideration, 
and take what meafures they fee proper 
to remove the fcandal.”-——— There was 
long reafoning upon the fubje@ ; in which 
it did not appear that any perfon appro- 
ved of the fentiments contained in the 
letter and eppendix. But many thought 
it improper, and informal, to take ap

Itis obvious, that if vi@ual- 
ling-houfes were eftablilhed by govern- 
ment in proper places, for the benefit of

1 
The colleges of phsficians in London, 
Dublin, and Edinburgli, are by cherter 
invefled with a power of calling before 
them all phyficians not educated att the

them. It was always, until of late, un- 
eerftood,. that fuch licentiates had no 
sight to demand acuafiion to fellow{hips ;

Up- 
en thofe occafions the college ef London 
smmade ule of the expedient of procuring 
for fuch licentiate a Jlandonms depree

‘Thovgh fuch favours were beftowed 
but fparingiv, the Itentiates feemed to 
acqvielce uncer regulations which were 
fuppoted to be warranted by charter :

bad at any time pracitled furgery, (though 
it eppears from former lifts of the Lon- 
don fellows, that this was not always 
confidered as a fufhciert obje€tion); the 
Tcentiates were alarmed and off:nded at 
this fligma fixed on a number of their 
members, many of whom bear a very 
dittingaifhed rank in medical reputation 
aud practice; and being afiured by their 
counfel Jearned vo the law, that their 
previous admifion as licentiates pave 
them a claim to fellowthips, they have 
taken the extiaordinary method taken 
notice of in the public papers, of vindi- 
eating and afierting this their fuppofed 
claim. How far this claim is founded in 
juitice, or whether it can be fupported 
by Jaw, the event alone mutt determine: 
bot I beg jeave to otjer a few oblervations 
on the by-law hinted at above. 

This law appears to me to be totally 
inconGlient with equity; for eithough 
furpery bas for near two centuries pait 
Become a feparate branch of phyfc in 
this kingdom, yet in ether parts of Eu- 
rope, phyficians co often practife lurgery, 
and cven medicine: And the 
diftindiion is certainly modern, as all the 
ancient phyficsens prectifed lurpesy as an 
wiepatable branch of the medical art.

pharmacy [xxiii. 670. xxvii, 324.4, 
in of the colonies, where the 
tinétion is unknown, and where leven 
members of Oxford and: Cambridge are 
obliged. to’ difpente medicines, and per- 
form chirurgical operations, But there 
is an unanfwerable reafon why this law 
is utterly incompatible with juftice; be. 
caule thole licentiates, befides the exa- 
minations to which many of them were 
fuljeéted, as necefiary conditions of their 
Rreduation in univerfities where perfonal 
ittendance is infifted on, have again been 
obliged ta fubmit to examinations before 
the ceniors of the college, that they 
might be intitled to the undifturbed prace 
tice, and the jull emoluments of - their 
profefhon, within the cities of Londos 
and Weitminfer. 

Here therefore a queftion naturally 
occurs; After having thus repeatedly e- 
vinced their claim by the only poflible 
teits of medical merit, are thofe gentle- 
men to be confidered as phyficians ? and 
cai there be any other diftintion as fuch 
between them and the fellows of the col 
lege in refpect to {uperiority, excepting 
fuch as they derive from their privileges 


as members of a body-corporate, and 


which they only fhare in commen with 
the meaneft mechanic? Did thefe licen~ 
tiates in their examinations before the 
cenlors, manifeft a leis degree of Jearn- 
mg or medical abilities, or were theirex* 
aminations lets rigid and explioit- than 
thole of other candidates, on the pree 
fuinption that fuch indulgence was necefe 
tury, becaute they had formerly been {ure 
But this cannot with any thadow 
of reaton be (uppoied; otherwile the fel= 
lows, by bicenfing ignorant men, have 
only forfeited their charters, but 
jo their reputations as houeft men and as 
gocd citizens : nor can dorefpectable a 
dy ot men be tufpe@ted of fo criminal a 
conduct, merely with a view to increalé 
the collegtate fund. 

Lknow not what pafles within the walls 
eof the London colle pe on fu occa Gons;: 
but durmg my attendance .t a celebrated 
in North Britan, had meny 
of remerking the compara 
Live merit of medical candidates; and 
Cary denger ot being copsradidte 
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ed, boldly alert, that, ‘for very obvious 
inaugural differtations and 
pudli¢ examinations of fuch men as had 
formerly been eviticed, at leatt, 
at eqitat acquaintance witli the dead 
languapes, and the feveral branches of 
medicine, with thefe of perfons, > who, 
the fathionable phrafe, had re- 
gularly bred, defide this teitimony 
ove tothe merit of thefe men, fuch is 
the cdndour of many of the fellows, that 
they do nat hefitate to acknowledge the 
merit of anany of the licentiates who 
have quitted tie Cepartment of furgery 
for thatof phyfie, in refpect to the know- 
of the branches of fcience which 
are preliminary to that of medicine, and 
of the art itfelf Can there therefore 
be any urbanity, juftice, or humanity, 
in tis partial by-law, which arti- 
ficial obtteuctions and difcouragements to 
the nobleft and moft beneficial art which 
ever envaged the ftudy of mankind ? 
And are not the fellows of the London 
college in fome danger of forfeiting their 
charaéters as pentiemen and {cholars, in 
the efteem of all men of a liberal turn of 
mind, fhould they attempt to limit and 
circumicribe thofe privileges and diftinc- 
tions which all wife flates have annexed 
to the exertion of genius, and the culti- 
vation of learning and the liberal arts ? 

Give me heave while we are on this 
fabje€&t, to take notice of a grievance, of 
which phyficians had formerly great rea- 
fon to complain: A claim of fuperiority 
ailumed by the graduates of Oxford and 
Cambridge over thofe who had not re¢ei- 
ved their degrees at one or other of the 
Englith univerfities. 

The pood fenfe of many of the phyficians 
of both ‘univerfities, and whole great 
merit required not fuch flimfy fepport, has 
indeed tended very much to dilcourage 
this ill-founded claim; yet there fiill fub- 
hits fo much of this {pirit among others 
(who thereby create a fufpicion of de- 

_ ficiency in true merit) as to make an 
inquiry mto the propriety of this claim, 
not only interefling to the public, but al- 
fo an et of juftice to individuals, who 
have thereby fuftained injury in their for- 
tunes and reputation. — 

I do with pleafure ‘ackridwiedze, that 
many phyficiens, fecond to none in me- 
dical kill, are to be on the lifts 
of both: oniverfities but as they derived 
their genius, the fource of their foperiori- 
ty, from nature, fo.their medical know- 

ledge nuit have been acquired at other 
buiverfities; becaufe, until within thele 
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few years, there was not a fingle medi- 
cal lecture read at Oxford or Cambridye ; 
and even at this day, thé few: le¢tures 
that ave reall, are fo tmacequate tu the 
purpofe of forming a phyfician, that the 
{tudents ate obliged to go to Edinburgh 
or Levden in queft of a medical education. 
Would not anv man not informed of this 
plain truth, be induced to believe thar’ 
the very reverie of this were the cafe, and 
that fuch of the univerfity gentlemen, as 
have foinetimes fupercilioulfy refuted to 
confult with other phyficians, were confci- 
ous that the opportunities of acquiring me- 
dical knowledge were totally and 
fively confined to the univerfities of 
ford and Cambridge ? ‘309 

This, whici in the eve of common 
fenfe is the only circumitance on ris 
a folid claim of fuperiority could be founa- 
ed, being denied them, thofe gentlemety 
will not, I hope, reft it on the merit ‘of 
their having kept a certain number of: 
terms, or having been a limited number of 
years on the medical line; as neither of 
thefe circumitances could potlibly redound 
to the acquifition of medical knowledge. 
Their being obliged to wait fourteen years 
for a doétor’s degree, is founded onthe 
moft iliberal monkith regulations, ang 
was intended to ftrenpthen the intetefts 
of the univerfities, by creating’ a ‘long 
dependence upon them, but could net be 
produétive of the only good end they could 
aim at, the improvement of the medical 
ftudent. 

Are the examinations of a candidate 
for a degree in phyfic more rigid and fe< 
vere at either of the Enplifh univerfities 
than at others? Were this really the 
cafe, it would alone be a fufficient reafon 
for protradting the dependence of ‘niedi- 
cal findents on their colleges, that they’ 
might thereby be enabled to acquit them 
felves properly in their examinations or 
an art fo comprehenfive; that evén a mos 
derate knowledge of it requires the ftudy 
and experience of a whole fife; but whicl? 
every {iripling emancipated from ent 
apothecary’s {hop, and every ignorant ad- 
vertifing quack, thall préftirhe ‘to think’ 
themfelves qualified to practifey' 

But I can on the contrary affert, that 
the examinations for a degree at either-oe 
the Encli(h univerfities in the ttial of tes 
dical iN, are not by any means equal td 
any one of the four exaninations to Which 
a candidate at Edinburgh or Leyden’ are 
obliged to fubmit; and it is naw well 
known, that fach examinations arethor phe 
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to be. of fo little confequence, that e- 
fare they cau take place, a itudent 
of Oxford or Cambridge may out of thofe 
@ifies prattife phyfc during his life under 
a bithop’s licence. 

do ot from what I have intend 
to refieét on the medical mert of our uni- 
whole abilities are tru- 
ly eminent; but I with to refcue 
from jdvidious and debafing comparifon,

The 
coniequence of this is a fever, a hard 
bottnd cough, and ttited breathing. 
The cure confiits in thinning the fizy 
blood, that it may pais freely through 
the jones. This is to be done hy repeat- 
ed bloodings, and plenty of diluting 
drinks and mafhes. 

Whenever a lorfe bepins to cough, he 
ibould be blooded the length cf three En- 
giith quarts (or [Scotch] chooins) ; toe 
blood thould be taken 1p a \eilel which 
has been wmeaiured, that the precie 
quantity may be kaon n. 

After the blood has ftood (ome hour: 
upon inipe@iing it, a burt-coloured fizv 
coat will appear on the furface, from one 
to two inches thick: upon cutting it with 
a knife, it will be found of a to ugh 
confiltence. The thicker and tousher 
this is, the greater is the neceflity fer re- 
peated blooding:.

They thould drink frequently, The 
bett drink is watereprucl, barlev-water, 
and liquorice-water, if they will take it) 
Antimony, fulphur, but of all heat- 
ing drinks, are prejudicial, as it is add- 
ing fewel to the fre. 

Rowels can have no immediate effe@ 
but may be uleful, if the cough continues 
long.

A horte’s pulfe 1s about forty in the mi- 
nute; in this difeafe it is fromfifty to 
fixtv; and in tome I have felt it at eighty.

Detription of the new LIG HT-HOUSE at 
Dutlin, lately completed. 


N Wednefday October 14. his Excel- 
lency the Lord Lieutenant arrived fafe 

in Dublin harbour, and was faluted with 
three rouhds of czanon from the new Light- 
houte, which ufeful building was begun in 
161, under the laudable direction and en-

couragement of the gentlemen on the Ballaft- 
office committee ot that year. This im- 
provement has been carried on with great 
art and affiduity, in a fituation where there 
was no aid of land for fixing any machine, 
or working more than during the time of 
low water, and of en interrupted by ftormy 
weather and high fea, and diihcult for man 
or boat to live there. The bafe or founda- 
tion of this building, is a hexagonian figure, 
near 4o feet diameter, and 24 feet high, aa 
entire folid body of ftone, cut into paralielo- 
erams and polycons, dove-tailed, cramped 
and cemented together in a particular man- 
ner, to make the work water-proof; each 
{tone from ten to twenty-four hundred weight; 
the number of ftoncs upwards of ten thou- 
fand, exclufive of five thoufand tuns of fill- 
iag ttones. On the bate, 34 feet high, is 
erected a conical tower; the ftones for this 
are not only cut circular on the outfide, but 
concave within, to batter to 35 diffcrent ra- 
diufes. This tower confifts of five floors, 
including the floor of the octagon lanthorn, 
which is to be covered with copper, 16 feet 
diagonally. “There are cight great windows 
to this lanthorn, covercd with a dome, in 
which there are 16 ventilators, and termina- 
ted with a large gilt ball, through which an 
enfign-ftaif patles for hoiftiny a flag from 
half food to half ebb. There is connected 
to this building a key or wharf, 315 feet 
long, 32 feet broad, and 17 feet high, folid. 
The cut ftones ufed in the above works, 
were quarried and wrought at the moun- 
tains, tive miles diftant trom Dublin, and 
whea brought up, were fhipped and carried 
upwards of a league diftance eaftward, at 
the extreme end ot the piles, and where the 
ight-fhip was ftationed, and there unflup- 
ped, often with great difficulty, occafioned 
by blowing weather and rough water. It is 
vemarkabic, no greater accident happened 
to the workmen daily failing down and up, 
or at the work, than the falling of one great 
ftone on the foot of Mr Smyth, who detign- 
ed and conducted this work, generally al- 
lowed in a permanent and mafterly manner.

THRE attention of the public has of 

Jate been much engaged by the ime. 
portant caule between the Duke of Ha-. 
milton and Mr Douglas. It has been the 
prevailing topic of converfation, and has. 
cecafioned difputes and wranelings w ale. 
moft every company. High and low,. 
voung and old, male and female, have; 

interefted themielves in this caule with a 

warmth equally unprecedented and unac- 

countable. The pleafure of fociety was 
for a long time imbittered by aitercation, 
and whole evenings dedicated to chear-: 
fulnefe, were {pent in ridiculous conteft. 

During this general agitation, the court 
of fefion proceeded in their deliberations 
with all poflible attention and impartial 
ty. After examining the material wits 

nefles over and over agam, weighing e» 

very circunnitance, and feeking light from 

every quarter, liftening with the mof) 
patient attention to the propofitions made 
by either party, and granting .every. 
fonable demand, they at left, in the mofh 

folemn manner, detern ined finally again tt 

the defendant. [387. ] 
This canfe however continuing to he 

the univerfal theme of converfation, 
the occafion of much animofity, even af~ 
ter this ‘o'evon decifion, I began to be al- 
{homed to remain any longer ignee 
rent in amatter which every body pres 
tended to underftand. Thougb. no 
yer, ard unaccuftomed to the rea/omings 
on judicial quettions, I was encouraged 
to fludy the merits of this celebrated 
caule, perceiving that it turned entirely. 
on matters of fact. It has been often 
my lot to ferve upon juries; and I ima~ 
gined that a cauie depending, not .wpom 
queftions of law, but of fucty might be 
within my compafs. I procured copiesof. 
the proofs and memorials ov both, fides, 
and with thele, and no other company, 
retired to the country, till I thould make. 
myfelf mafter of every circumftance: 
lutive to this queftion. 
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Unconne&ed with the principal parties, 
and mv friends pretty equally divided in 
their wifhes, nothing remained to bias 
mv judgement or inefination to either 
ile. My curiofity too was excited by 
the diverfity of opinion among the judzes 
themfelees. Tcauld not help being tarpri- 
fedto find, that ina mere queition of fact, 
fo many men of fenfe and !: arning fhould 
differ fo widely in their fentiments. 

The onlv wav I could sccount for the 
opoofition in opinion was, -by fuppofng 
the cafe extremely intricate. —T imaci- 
nec, that every argument on the one 
fide was fo nicely balanced by one of e- 
qual weight upon the other, that the 
jadgement was kept lone in fufpenfe and 
that at leneth the final determination 
proceeded from the particular chara¢éter 
or turn of thinking of the judge, 
than from any real fuperorty of 
ment. as we fometimes oblerve people of 
great abiiities draw opoofite conclufions 
from the fame premifl 

IT proceeded therefore to the confidera- 
tion of the proofs and memorials with 
the utmolt attention, ulways remember no 
upon what exceeding flipperv ground I 
was treading, where, out of fifteen judves, 
f-ven, or perhaps eight, had cerstaluly 
ftumbled; and where, of consequence, I 
was in the greate!t danger of a fall. 

Thefe confiderations, at the fame time 
that they warned me of my danger, ani- 
mated my curiofitv; and thu: I began the 
inveitigation with equal caution and keen- 
neis. 

But how great was my furprife, when, 
contrary tothe idea Thad formed, inflead 
of being puzzied in a labyrinth of diff- 
culties, I found, upon an atientive per- 
wfal of the proofs and memorials, that 
T was irrefittib'y drawn into one plain 
road, which evidently appeared to be the 
ftraight path of truth, and led to perfee 
conviction !— T's to me had no dark or 
cubious appearance: for fo many ravs 
{hone from every bianch of the proof, as, 
Being collefted, made the plaintiffs con-

of light to extricate the defendant.

Without further preamble, I thal here 
irate thofe circum tances which, upon cons

The object of our inquiry is confined 
to this finvie fact: Wetier, at Paris, on 
the rot of Fuly, ia tae year 0748, in the 
howe of a Madame le Brun, Lady Fane 
Dongias was, or was zat, debvered of the

In confidering this point, the firtt thing 
that ftruck me was, the general tenor of 
Sir John Stewart and Ladv Jane's con- 
dutt, from the time the firft hint of her 
pregnancy was given at Aix la-Chapelle, 
ull the time of their refpedtive deaths, 
The whole is unnatural, inconfiftent, 
arid incomp.tibie with the nation of the 
defendant being ther fon. On the other 
hand, the whole is plain, uniform, and 
eafily accouuted for, in every particular, 
uvson the (uppofition of Lady Jane’s pregs 
nancv and delivery being fimulated. 

Lady Jane Douglas having been four- 
teen months marned without anv appear 
ance of pregnancy, at laft, in the fiftieth 
vear of her obferves the firit {ymp- 
toms of her being in that ftate, while 
fhe is at Atx la-Chanelle, in the year 
1747. At this time fhe knew that her 
brother the Duke of Douglas was difo- 
bliged with her upon feveral accounts ; 
and that her child, as foon as born, would 
be prefumptive heir to his eftate. . She 
muft have known, that her bearing a 
child was an esent in the highe(t degree 
imoebable: for thouah a few inftances 
of prolitic old women have of Jate:.been 
muttered up, and publithed with great a- 
ftentation; vet it may with truth be a- 
verred, thot of women from the age of 
50 to 100, Not one in 40,000, who have 
tried the experiment, (counting from the 
flood, and including Sarah), have been 
found capable of conceiving and beating 
a child. And perhaps there is not, in that 
portion of time, a fingle inftance of a 
woman at that age bearing two at a birth. 

As Lady Jane’s pregnancy was moft 
unlikely in itfelf, as the bad terms the 
cud Sir John were on with the Dake, 
would naturally render him fufpicious af 
their condu&, and as the advantages {be 
and her hufband might reap from her pro- 
cucing children, would ftrengthen | thefe 
fufpicions, the moment Lady Jane per- 

ceived 
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Nov. 1767. 
ceived herfelf in this moft unexpected fi 
tuation, it evidently behoved her to take 
fuch mealures as would put the faét of 
her dehvery beyond the potubility of dif- 
pute. This might have becn done, ci- 
ther by returning to Britam, or by re- 
maining at Aix-la-Cliapelle, where there 
were at that time numbers of Britith peo 
ple to afcertain the birth. Lady 
Jene had thought herfelf with child at 
this Lime, one of her pood fenie 
enquethouably have reflected and atted 
in this manner. But if her (cheme was, 
to fimulate a pregnancy and delivery, the 
fame good fenfe wenld induce her to fhitt 
the fcene, asfoon as the had imprefied 
upon the minds of a few people the no- 
tron of fer being with child. 

Atter having wrote to Mr Haldane, 
end others, that thev intended to leave 
Aix-la-Chapelle, and po to fome Prote- 
ftant country, for the benefit of the Re- 
formed religion *, they immediately tet 
out for Rheims, fieit procured at 
Aix-la-Chapelle a credit on a banker at 
Paris +. 

To give her friends in Scotland a falfe 
account of their route, was highly pra- 
cent, upon the fappefition they intended 
a fraud; beeaule, if thew bad told where 
they were really going, letters might have 
been wrote to fome people at Rheims or 
Paris, to obferve their conduct; which at 
once would have blown up the plot. But 
to give a falfe account of the place of 
their deftination, while they imapined 
that Lady Jane was a¢tually with child, 
is ablurd, and altogether incredible. 

Lady Jane, Sir John, and Mrs Hewit,

guaintance fake, engage: this Pier la Maer 
to celiser Lady Jeane Douglas. 

With what unheerd-of inconfiitenctes, 
do thele people intuit the anderflanding 
et mankind!

— Though i:able, upon other occafions, 
to miicarriapes. ashas been pivenout, yet 
bas the geod fortune to efcape that acci- 
Cent in fpite of lonp journeys and great 
— When the fails into labour, fhe 
hasthe prod fortume to her accoucheur 
at onee, though the was ignorant where 
he lived. In ber cireumitances, a boy 
was preferable to a pirt: fhe has the 
food fortune to be delivered of a boy.— 
But one boy may chance to die, and dif- 
appoint all her hopes: lo! fhe has the 
geod fortune to be delivered of a brace ; 
Prime avulfo, non deficit alter. — And to 
complete all this coed fortune, the at that 
dangerous period of lite recovers of this 
double birth, mn a fhorter time than women 
of twenty-five years of age generally do 
of a fingle child. 

Lady Jane herfelf always avoided pi- 
ving any detail of what pefled at Paris, 
and was very feldom heard to mention a- 
Ty partienlars relative to the birth of the 
tvo boys 3 yet being upon one occafion 
prefied by Lady Stair, whom fhe could 
pot decently refute, fhe was fenfible of 
the fulpicions her being delivered in a 
concealed manner by an obfcure man muft 
have conveyed, and how inconfittent it 
uit appear with the reafon aflipned for 
pong to Paris; and to meke it probable, 
fhe deelared fhe had fallen into labour 
within two or at molt three hours after

The fcrutiny that has fince been made 
#t Paris, obliges the defendant to give up 
this account, which otherwife wes much 
more natural than that given by Sir Joln 
and Mrs Hewit. 

To avoid the Mrange inconfiftencies at- 
tending Sir Johm’s fiory of La Marr, the 
Purf. Mem. Part If. p. &. 155,

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defendant’s counfel were driven to a mi- 
ferable fubterfuge, indeed; that of reje@- 
ing, as mere fallehoods, all the partice- 
lars which Sir John had mentioned of the 
accoucheur, and at the fame time infilt- 
ing that the flory was true that he had 
delivered Lode Jane. 

Sir John’s examination was taken in 
prefence of the whole judges of the court 
of feflion ; he mentions all particulars re- 
lating to La Alerr with the preateft ex- 
end deliberation; the examination 
was continued three davs ; he was allow- 
ed as much time as he pleafed to recolle& 
himfelf, and even to retra@ any part of 
the evidence upon reading it over next 
day *: and, after all, the defendant is 
for rejedting this account of his fuppofed 
father as falfe. But if be has fpoken tilfe- 
ly concerning the deliverer, muft we take 
his word for the delivery? What now be- 
comes of all the arcuments of filtetiton ? 
and where is the force of the acknow- 
ledgement of a parent, who cannot ipeak 
a word his own fon can pive credit to, 
when called upon in the mot{t folemn man- 
ner, and even when it is to eftabiith that 
point which of all others they with moit 
to be believed ? 

There is no help for its when people can- 
not get every thing as they would wifh it, 
they muft adhere to what will next fuit 
them beft. Now, it feems there aGually 
had been a man of the name of Louis Pierre 
Delamarre, who came to Paris firft as 
an apprentice to his uncie a wigmaker, 
and afterwards applied himfelf to furgery, 
and had attended the Hotel Diev, from 
which he was difmiffled for bad tehaviout ; 
and at laft, having mace a fvitable e- 
nouph match with a journeyman-taylor’s 
daughter, he proétifed furgery in the very 
loweft {phere both in point of employ- 
ment and reputation 

The arguments againft the probability 
of fo ebfeure a man as Sir foln’s Walloon 
being emploved to celiver Lady Jane 
Douglas, apply here with double foree. 

Well, but there is reafon to delieve 
that the one did exift, whereas there is 
not the leaft reafon to think the other e- 
ver had a being. —A dog who died ten 
years apo, is better than a lion who ne- 
ver wos created; and, upon this princi. 
ple, the cefendant’s counfel have endea- 


voured to fhake of their old friend the’ 


Wallcon, avec attach themfelves to this 
garcon chirurgien, They have the better

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wager (a gentleman who has rendered hime 
felf move remarkable than both the Ze 
Marrs taken together) declares, That the 
arcon La Marr informed tim, that he 
fi once delivered a foreign lady of 
twins. It is pity, however, it comes out 
in proof, that the flory upon which Me- 
nager’s evidence is built, was told by La 
Marr to Menager, an¢ his other compa- 
ions, inthe vear 1746, while he La 
Marr was living at the Hotel Dieu, which 
he had left beiore the year 1747. I 
trnuftrefer vou to the memorials, where 
vou will find many curicus particulars 
concerning this Mr Menaper, with his e- 
Vidence at larpe. You will there find 
him ftraining with many ineffeétual efforts 
to moke a connecion between Lopis’s 
unknown lady and the ftory of the de- 
fendant’s bith, which it appears from 
the proof was well known to him before 
he was examined in this caufe +. 
Amore arcvous tefk was never attempt- 
ed, —than to reconcile Pier la Marr 
the Wadloon, iurpecti toa regiment, Sir 
Stewart’s intimate acquaintance at 
jepe in the year 17213; and who was 
at Poris inthe vear 1748, upon a tick- 
With affair, which obliged bim to conceal 
the place of bis abode; who cfteruards 
went to Naples for bis health ; and who, 
in the 1748, was towards fixty years of 
ape ;—to make this the fame man with 
Louis Pierre Delamarre the Frenclonan, 
who was tut ten years old in the year 
1721, and only thiriy-feven inthe 1748; 
never furgeon to anv regiment ; never at 
Naples, nor at Liege, nor av where out 
ef France; and who was fo ier from con- 
eealing bis dwelling, that, poor man, he 
fiuggled all bis life to make it better 
known.—— 

In carrving on an impofure, nothing 
is fo dangerous as to inention any real 
perfons, who are, or have been, in ex- 
iftence, at any way connected with the 
affair. Some circumftances or other will 
always be foond to attend real chara@ers, 
which it will not be poilible to prefs into 
the proper time and place. In a plot of 
thisnature, the principal dramatis perfone 
fhould always be of our own creaticn. 
Then poetic trwt needs only be attended 
to. 

There is one micfortune indeed which 
this plon is heble to, that no mortal but 
eurfelves can ever have been acquainted 
with thole people. But this is more then

Siw J Stewart was in the right to 
ftick by his [Valloon, as the accoucheur of 
Ledy Jane; ad it is plain, the defend. 
antv’s couniel have hurt their ceanfe, 
endeavouring to pive to Louis Delamarre 
the honevr of an operation which certains 
iy belonged to Sir Jotin’s intimate friend, 
honett Pier. And J no doubt, but 
fome of the finifter events which have 
happened fince, were as a judgement 
for this horrid prece of infu tice. 

The Knight did not alwavs a& apree- 
ably to the maxin here laid downs 
and as often as he Cevrated from it, he 
threw matters into perpiextiy and confu- 
fien. Once, in particuier, he was upon 
the point of being irrecoverably ruined, 
by mentioning real peopic mitead of ima- 
ginary.

Here [ have the misfortune en- 
tirey toditier fromthem; for] think it 
ablolutely incredible, and next to an im- 
polidility, that Lady Jane Douglas could 
jave been delivered by any furgeon what 
exer an Paris, of two boys, ia preience 
cf the landlady of any honfe, and her 
Gouulter, and vet that neither this fur- 
peon, nor thefe t.vo women, nor any per- 
fon of their faiailvy, acquaintance, or 
neiobournoed, ihould ever have been heard 

Matt not Sit John have known many 
circumitauces concerning this furgeon, 
(with whem he intrufed his fon for mae 
nvimenths), which would have pomted 
lin out fo plainly, that thoulands now 
in Paris would have been able at once to 
recoilect the man ?—In the fame manner 
the landlady and her deughter mult have 
Lren flace difcovered.— Alter all 
tue pains which have been taken, many 
would have appeared who had known 
both, and whe had heard them mention 
this remarkable event, of an Enplith la- 
dv of quality being in their preience de- 
livered of twins, 

Nothing can prove this affertion more 
clearly than what hus aétually happened 
in this tery cauie. Every perfon men- 
boned by Sir John, Ledy Jane, and Mrs 
Hewit, mapv of them in meaner ftations 
tian either La Marr or Le Brun are fup- 
poled to have been; the feveral houles 
ihey flaid in froin the time they left Bri- 
tun till they returned; even the very 
iervants thev hired for a fhort time, and 
others employed by them, have been all 
Cicovered. of them are alive, and 
witnefies in the caufes but where any 
have died fince that time, all the inhabi-

‘hield ; others, on account of its fmall- 
nels, (it mealuring in crometer only 
teen inches and a half, and weighing for- 
tv-one pounds, being forged of thin iron), 
HWipome it to have been atarpet, or buck- 
ler. It is, donbtiels, as remarkable a 
relkk as is Dow extant of ancient work- 
thanfhip, reprefenting within its border, 
with the utmoft dill, and with admiira- 
tle elegance of iculpture, Rome, after 
Paving been vidtorious for three hundred 
and fixty-five years, taken and burnt by 
the Senonian Gaule, ber walls demoli{i)- 
ed, her busicings ruined, ber pillars a 
heap of rubbifh, the circus and the thea- 
tre half burnt, and the efhes flying a- 
bout ; then the interview between P. SyjJ- 
picius, a Military Tribune, and Brennus, 
General of the Gauls, the heralds fland- 
mg by, and the treaty made; the gold 
weighed out, the faile weights of the 
Gauls, the {word and belt of the fraudu- 
tent General infolently thrown into the 
fale, in mockery of the wretched; Ca- 
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millus in armour, with the enfigns of dic. 
tatorial power, coming unawares to the 
altercation, things being yet uaiettled, 
and incenied at the balenets of the attempt, 
commanding the gold to be carried ava 
and the enemy to be repuiled, and form. 
te his army on the plaia of the half. 
burnt city; after that, the Gauls taking 
to fight, their thields upon their backs; 
their helmets, coats of mail, ihields, 
cioaks, bufkins, fwords, and the re(t of 
the armour of antiyuity s with the horfes 
aio, their trappings and Randards:, 

Tire above cefc ription is prefixed to 
Latin ciiertation on this famous {hield, 
drawn up at Dr Woodward's requef, 
and inforibed (after bis death) to Col, 
King. It was publifhed in 1734. 

As to the place where it was found, 
and its fuppofed antiquity, Mr Conyers, 
a preat antiquarian, and wellupafed in 
ail polite literature, arcidentalgy difco- 
vered it in a copper-fimith’s fhop, not far 
from the Tower of London, among other 
broken vetiels of brafs and iron; and, 
being flruck with the elegance of the 
workmanthip, bought it of the matter of 
the fhop for afmal! price. On farther 
inquiry he was told, that this fmith 
bought it at the Tower, with fome other 
broken brafs and iron, at the time when 
the armoury was cleared, towards the 
end of Charles H.’s reign. Hence fome 
have ignorantly iup, oft d, that it was fent 
from Italy, as a preient from the Pope 
to one of our kings, in order to excite 
him to undertake a crufade, But this is 
mere conje@ure. In Britain, where it 
was found, there was no artift equal to 
fuch a work: for it is much more elegant 
than any which our artifts could execute 
after the Romans left the ifland, when 
all the polite arts lay nepleGed. And, 
unle!s we are too partial to curfelves, e- 
ven afier the revival of the arts, efpecial- 
ly in this material, we thall feek for its 
equalin vain. The learned Dodwell fup- 
pofes it to have been mode about the end 
of Nero’s reign. But Mr Ainfworth’s o- 
pinion, (which is that of the celebrated 
Hearne), though it can be only conjee 
ture, it, that it was made by the order, 
and under the aufpices of the fons, or the 
brothers of thet Camillus, whom Suete 


nius trentions in his tife of Otho. Sculp 


tore was then at its height of perfection 


among the Romans, and nothing wa 
more common than the reprefenting the

HT. parliament having been at the

This being the cafe, they probably had 
accounts from fume of our merchants. 
that comurtions were daily arriving froin 
Portugal, Spain, and Italy, fer great 
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quantities of our corn to be exported thi- 
ther, as foon as the faid prohibition thould 
expire; and at the fame time thev were 
alarmed with accounts of great riots and 
dangerous diforders committed in feveral 
parts of the country, by our poor Jabour- 
ers and manufacturers, many of whole fa- 
milies were expofed to the danger of thar 
ving, by the exorbitant price all forts o1 
provifions had been bitely railed to, ana 
which would certainly be enhanced, it 
the liberty of exporting our corn 
be allowed to take place, atid to contie 
nue ior anv time. 

In thefe circunftances it Was really dif- 
ficult to determine what was moit proper 
to be done. Vo have ttiimmoned the par - 
liament to meet betore November, would 
have been extremely inconvenient for the 
atfairs of the nation, and for many of 
thofe noblemen and gentiemen who think: 
themfelves obliged in honour as well as 
duty to attend the very tirit day of the 
feilion; and to advife his M jetty to pro- 
hibit the exportation of corn by procli- 
mation, would be revrefented as the ai- 
fuming of a dilpenfing power, by all thels, 
if there are any fuch in this nation, who 
are retulved to oppofe, or find fault with, 
the meafures of every admuniftration, im 
which they have not fuch a {hare as they 
are led hy their ambition or avarice to 
defire. In the meantime, as the ontcryv 
againit foreitallers and tngroflers had | 
been propagated by thofe whofe intere(t 
it 1s to conceal the trne caute of alusoft e- 
very fearcity that can happen in this fer - 
tile country, and as this was beliewed by 
thofe who never pive themlelves the trou - 
ble to confider or inquire into the truth 
of any thing they hear, our minifters, in 
order to thew that they were willing: to 
do every thing that was confiftent with 
the Jaws we have within this laft century 
ettubhibed, advited his M jelty to a 
procl:mation for intore ng the laws a- 
gaintt tayrofiers. which was on dlifhed 
on the of September [xxvtit. 454 J, 
at the fae time with that for proropunay 
the pa to the of N wernber, 
and for piving notice thet it was then to 
meet for the diipatch of divers weighty 
and important effuirs. 

This pave faticfefion to the 
thoughtlels vulgar; but the flarving mul- 
titude judged better about the real caule

uniccountable cireumttances of the nation 
made fuch an exercife at that time necef- 
fury tor the public fafety, yet to prevent 
its becoming ever again a common prac- 
tice, they ought to put fome words into 
their addrefs upon that occafion, for fhew- 
inp their dilapprobation of {uch a pradtice. 

However, as it was upon all fides a- 
greed, that the putting of an immediate 
flop to the further exportation of our corn 
was then become ablolutely neceffiry, in 
order to prevent an a‘tual famine’s being 
brought upon the induitrious poor of this 
kingdom, and as the addrefs at the be- 
ginning of the feffion is peverally confie 
dered as a mere compliment to their foe 
vereign upon his fpeech from the throne, 
the motion was arreed to without any a- 
mendment; and «n addrefs in the terms 
propoied being drawn up by a committee, 
and aprecd to by the houfe, it was pre- 
{ented Nov. 13. [xxviii. 586. ] 

On the very firft dav of the feflion like- 
Wile, it wes refolved in both houfes to 
prefent an addrefs to his Mejefty, that he 
would be graciontly pleafed to order, that 
the emburpo laid, by an order of council,
